Week At Hospital 


Throne and Fellin will be kept 
in the hospital at least one week, 
the doctors said. 


Shortly after their rescue, H. 
Beecher Charm bury, state secre­ 
tary of mines, started efforts to 
reach 
Louis Bova, 42, a third 
miner trapped about 18 feet from 
Fellin and Throne by the same 
cave-in. 
Charm bury said, however, that 
Bova’s chances of survival were 
“ rather slim .” 
Workers began drilling a 12l/2- 
inch hole about six feet east of 
a six-inch communications shaft 
drilled earlier. They plan to ex­ 
pand the hole to Wk inches in 
an attem pt to rescue Bova, whom 
Fellin believes is still alive. No 
response has been heard from 
Bova for seven days. 


Suffering From Shock 


Bova’s 32-year-old wife, Eva, 
was taken last night to Locust 
Mountain State Hospital at Shen­ 
andoah suffering from shock. She 
was resting comfortably. 
Throne was the first to be res­ 
cued. He was wearing a football 
helmet and to cheering men and 
women on the surface he looked 
like a grimy astronaut who might 
have been plucked from a space 
capsule. 


Fellin was brought to the sur­ 
face minutes later. 
Fellin and Throne donned para­ 
chute-type harnesses for the as­ 
cent. It took 15 minutes to bring 
up Throne and only eight for 
Fellin. ending an operation that 
required more than a week of 
preparation. 


Tests Normal 


Saras said all laboratory tests 
undergone by Throne — blood 
count, sugar content, urinalaysis 
and electro-cardiagram — a r e 
normal.

The exterior of Bucks Coun­ 


ty’s century-old prison looks for­ 
bidding, austere, and lonely . . . 
and very, very solid. 


The atmosphere inside its gates 
is far different. At this time of 
year the garden in the center 
of the prison yard is ablaze with 
color and the sparkling waters of 
a fountain seem to soften the 
somber tones of the encircling 
wails. 


It 
is 
a 
community 
isolated 


from society—a tight little world. 
There is a note of activity and 
purposefulness as the m ore trust­ 
worthy prisoners move about do­ 
ing the chores assigned to them. 
The walls are there, the guards 
arc there, but a feeling of lim­ 
ited freedom is also there. 


Separate Wing 


Within this little world is an 
even sm aller world for the wom­ 
en inmates who are lodged in a 
separate wing of the prison. The 
women’s wing is currently being 
divided into two areas—one for 
female inmates and one for ju­ 
venile offenders. 


It’s a 
strange 
place—neither 


pleasant nor unpleasant. S o m e 
concessions are made 
for 
the 
sake of womanhood—not many, 
but enough so that a woman does 
not feel that she has completely 
lost her femininity as well as her 
freedom. 


The cells in which the women 
are confined are actually small 
rooms with doors made of iron 
bars. They are painted in pastel 
shades. The cells are plain and 
clean, offering only the bare nec­ 
essities. The conditions are de­ 
cent and livable—nothing m o r e , 
nothing less. 


Little Time In Cell 


Actually, the average woman 


inmate spends little time in her 
cell during the day and is com­ 
pletely confined only at night. 


When a woman is taken to the 
prison she is immediately placed 
in one of two classifications — 
maximum or minimum security 
— depending on the nature and 
severity of the charge brought 
against her and her past record, 
if she has one. Only those pris­ 
oners who suffer severe mental 
derangem ent are kept locked up 
all day and all night and perm it­ 
ted only the legally - required 
hour of exercise each day.
